Benbow City; etght milesseuth-of Alton,

The fire was discovered at 11:35 
o’clock and an alarm brought the 
Standard Oil firemen with their hose 
reels and ladders. The fire had 
started under the stairway on the 
back porch of the two-story building 
occupied by Gotler as a store and 
residence and had quickly cut off 
escape from the upstairs apartments 
by the stairway. Moreover, the fam- 
ily had not been awakened when the 
firemen arrived. While ladders 
were being placed the windows were 
smashed with rocks anq bottles to 
awaken the inmates. 

Gotler, his wife and children. were 
found half stupified by the smoke 
and it was necessary to.carry all of 
them to the ground. 

The Gotler children are Solomon, 17 
years old; Lena, 13; Max, 6, and Sam- 

vel, 4. 

The building, with all its contents, was 
destroyed, the family not even saving 
enough to clothe them. The loss on the 
building is $2000 and on the stock in the 
store is $6000, and there is no insurance. 

The flames spread to the building ac- 
cupied by William Black as a barber 
shop and residence. Mr. and Mrs. Black 
were awakened and got out of the bulld- 
ing without difficulty. 

The city hall-was in a two-story build- 
ing owned by Abe and Otto O’Heim ot 
Collinsville.

“1. That the person elected partici- 
pated in one or more acts of bribery or 
attempted bribery, or sanctioned or en- 
couraged the same, or 

“Second—-That by bribery or cor- 
rupt practices enough votes were ob- 
tained for him to change the result 
of the election.” 

Attention is directed to the denia) 
made by Lorimer in the open Senate 
of any act of bribery on his part in 
connection with his election and to 
his demand for an investigation. In 
that connection the report says: 

“It should be further stated that 
there was no testimony offered dur- 
ing the investigation which would 
tend in the remotest degree to impli- 
cate Senator Lorimer in any personal 
act of bribery or attempted bribery’ 
or corrupt practices of any nature.” 
The report says the investigation was. 
chiefly directed fo the claim that sev-' 
eral members of the Legislature were 
bribed to vote for Lorimer and whether, 
if these charges were established, “a 
sufficient number were bribed to vote 
for Senator Lorimer to render his elec- 
tion to that office invalid.” 

The committee says it took into ac- 
count the demeanor of witriesses while 
testifying, their apparent Gandor or 
want of candor and. other indications 
of the truth or falsity of the stories 
they were telling. The report says: 
“Four members of thé “General As- 
sembly which elected Mr. Lorimer testi- 
fied to receiving money ‘as a considera- 
tion for their votes. The members who 
thus confessed their own infamy were 
Charles A. White, Michael Link,- H. J. 
C, Beckemeyer and Daniel W. Holst- 
law. 7 

The report goes on to name Charles 
A. White, a -member. of the . lower 
house of the Illinois Legislature, as 
“The chief of those ‘sejf-accusers and 
the one on whose testimony the whole 
fabric of the accusation largely de- 
pends,’’ and accuses him directly of cor- 
ruption throughout his legislative ca- 
reer. 

It is stated that. White “appears to 
have conceived the plan of claiming to 
have been bribed in connection with 
the senatorial’ election as a basis for 
extorting money from Senator Lori- 
mer.’ , 

No Credence to White. 


The conclusion of the committee in 
regard to the testimony of White is 
as. follows: 

“It may be said that after seeing, 
observing and hearing this witness 
it was the opinion of a majority of 
the subcommittee that no credence 
ought to be given to any part of his 
testimony tending to. establish the 
fact of bribery.

MISSOURI MULE FINDS FAVOR, 
AND WORK, IN SOUTH AFRICA 


Experiments Prove Superiority 
Over Animals From 


Argentina: 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—In South 
Africa the American mule is considered 
far superior to the animals imported 
from Argentina, according to consular 
reports. The Missouri or Kentucky mule 
is the best suited for South Africa. One 
hundred mules were recently imported 
from the United States ahd they have 
proved so satisfactory that a contract 
for 200 more has just. been closed. 

The mules must be 14% hands high, of 
deep girth, good bone and short legged 
and must be between four and seven 
years old. The price paid for an Ameri- 
can mule in South Africa is slightly 
less than $250, and before they enter the 
country they are passed upon by a vet- 
erinary surgeon. 











“WIND AND STOKING 
CHECK THE SMOKE 
IN SOUTH ST. LOUIS 


Two. Big Brewery Plants, by. 
Careful Firing, Befog the Air 
but Little. 


With two of its biggest industrial 
plants practically smokeless. and with 
the prevailing winds in its favor, South 
St. Louis suffers less from the smoke 
nuisance than other parts of the city. 

Investigation by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Wednesday showed vhat the chief 
smoke in the central’ business portion 
of South St. Louis is produced by loco- 
motives and by the smokestacks of the 


American Car and Foundry Co. 

The great twin stacks of the Lemp 
brewery gave hardly any visible sign 
of the activity of the plant. Only a 
thin haze of light smoke was to be seen 
at the 200-foot elevation of the stack 
tops. 

Wiliam Roedding, master mechanic of 
the brewery;, explained how the great 
boilers which run the machinery had 
been rendered smokeless. 

Bollers Fed Automatically. 

‘We use automatic feeders,”’ he said. 
“We. have not found it necessary to 
adopt the down-draft method. The 
firemen, instead of stoking the fires 
direct, stoke the feeders, and these dis- 
tribute the coal automatically over the 
fire so that all the heat-producing power 
of the coal is obtained, and almost 
none is wasted in smoke. What little 
smoke there is disappears before it 
gets to the top of the high chim- 
neys.”’ 

Ordinary soft coal is used at the Lemp 
plant. 

At the Anheuser-Busch brewery there 
was a little more appearance of smoke 
from the stacks, but it was not the 
dense black or thick gray smoke against 
which the city and State laws are di- 
rected. An appearance of smokevts giv- 
en at close range by the steam escaping 
from numerous places, but from a dist- 
ance it is seen that the plant is nearly 
smokeless. 

Down-draft furnaces and automatic 
feeders are used at the Anheuser-Busch 
plant. Washed coal is burned. 

Engines of the Manufacturers’ Rail- 
way, whose line extends into- the Busch 
plant, furnish most of the smoke to be 
seen there. They are as flagrant vio- 
lators of the ordinance as are the en- 
eines of the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion in Mill Creek Valley. 

Aside from the American Car & 
Foundry Co., the most vigorously 
smoking chimney found in the brewery 
neighborhood was that of the Peter 
Wagner Terrace Co., 3402 South Broad- 
way. 





Women Exxpect Recruits, 

Mrs. George D. Markham, one of the 
most earnest.members of the executive 
committee. of the Women’s Smoke 
Abatement Association, said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter: 

“The women’s campaign for smoke 
abatement will gain strength as St. 
Louis women come to understand what 
smoke is costing them. 

“The cleaners’ bills, and the wear and 
tear of constant cleaning on delicate 
garments, form a heavy annual total of 
cost for their owners. This cost may 
be less for women who do not go out 
auch, but none can-eseape the ruinous 
effect of the smuke on curtains, rugs 
and household.fabrics of all sorts.”

He paid for 
the shares at 97%, plus 1 per. cent com- 
mission, Walker testified, and leaving 
his holdings in the hands of the syn- 
dicate, sold later and received his share 
of the profits. An objection from Judge 
Priest, counsel for Tilles, kept the Gov- 
ernment’s counsel, A. S. Robbins, from 
getting an answer to his question as to 
what the profits were. 

Although Walker was told by Tilles 
at that time Tilles had dissolved his 
connection with Cella and Adler, he 
said that he found Tilles in Adler’s of- 
fice in New York, and that when he 
started to look for Tilles ué turned to 
the telephone directory and looked up 
Adler. ; 

Sommers testified to nieeting Tilles in 
Naples, Parts and Carlsbad in the sum- 
mer of 1907. In Naples, he said, Tilled’ 
told him that he had no connection with 
his former business associates. Cella 
and Adler, In Paris he said that he in- 
tended to live there, and had been buy- 
ing furniture in various places, and had 
caused some of his furniture to be sent 
from New York ang St. Louis. 


In his testimony in the Tilles case 
a few days ago, Edward Altemus did 
not say, as was stated in reports 
published at that time, that the or- 
ganization of the Merchants’ Stock 
and Grain Dealers’ concern was a 
“stall” to conceal the connection of 
Tilles with the business.

licemen went to the rooms of Daniel 
Murphy, above Egan’s saloon, to ask 
him whether he had heard a shot. In 
the kitchen of Murphy’s home they 
found a man hiding. He gave his name 
as Joseph Byrnes and his address as 
202 North BHighteenth street. Investiga- 
tion showed that the address was fic- 
titious. 

Byrnes gaid he hid under the table 
because he wanted to get away from 
drunken friends. ‘‘I was just trying to 
shake the bunch,” he said. 

Murphy told the police that Byrnes 
ran into his apartments a few minutes 
before the police arrived and asked that 
he be permitted to hide in the kitchen. 
He said he didn’t know what reason 
Byrnes had for hiding. 

Dan Hickey of 2102 Carr street was 
found in BEgan’s saloon. His reticence 
when questioned caused the police to 
arrest him. Egan arrived at the saloon 
shortly before midnight and was ar- 


rested. 

Station Egan, 
Byrnes and Hickey denied all knowl- 
edge of the shooting and told the police 
they wouldn’t tell if they knew.

THE CHARTER CAMPAIGN. 

The time for the discussion of the charter be- 
fore the vote is taken should be reasonable, but 
short. A long campaign would be useless and 
wearisome. Two years would be deadly to the 
public and the debaters. Three months would 
be excessive. The points of the charter have 
been discussed more or less for a year. There 
are differences of opinion on only a few im- 
portant provisions. These few provisions can 
be thoroughly threshed out, explained and un- 
derstood in a month of vigorous and intelligent 
campaigning. Public interest under prolonged 
debate would wane. 

The charter should not be railroaded. There 
should be a reasonable time for discussion. Is 
not a month after past discussion ample? The 
issue of reform in the House of Lords thus 
changing the parliamentary system of England 
was decided in a month’s campaign. We do not 
want a college course on the new charter. 

The whole subject should be postponed for 
two years or the election held in time to elect 
new municipal officers in accordance with the 
charter at next spring’s election. The latter 
plan would be the wiser. The Municipal. As- 
sembly should pass the bill for the election Jan. 
30. It should be passed before the holidays.

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ONE TON PER ACRE. 

“The fall of soot is from one to two tons to 
the acre,” Prof. Calvin M. Woodward told the 
Women’s Smoke Abatement Association. The 
report does not say in what time this ton or 
more is dropped on an acre, but it doesn’t mat- 
ter. If it is a ton a year it is bad enough. If 
it is a ton a month it is that much worse. It 
explains the feminine resentment.

Soot is an insidious enemy. It finds, every 
crack and crevice. It is filtered through every 
opening.: It does not discriminate. It has no 
predilection for open and uncovered acres. What 
merchant, proud of his acres of well-stocked 
floor space, welcomes the soot which floats in 
to cover prints and silks alike—one ton per acre 
per year! 

By Prof. Woodward’s reckoning, which is 
probably modest, only constant sweeping, dust- 
ing, scrubbing, shoveling and carting away saves 
St. Louis from being buried as deep as Pompeii. 
We have here all the advantages of a location 
on the slopes of Vesuvius except the excitement. 
A first step of importance in the campaign 
of reform is the bill for municipal inspection and 
control of new heating and steam apparatus.

Gives “Infatuation”’ as 


— 


His Reason for Selling 


So-Called Old Masters to Her 
Husband.

TOURS, France, Dec. 21.—Sensations 
at the trial of John Edward d’Aulby, 
eon ef a London tailor, who posed 
variously as “Count del Berghetto” and 
“Count d’Aulby de Gattigney,” for 
swindling the late Charles Hamilton 
Paine, Boston multi-millionaire, and 
Mrs. Paine, now the Duchess de Chois- 
seul Praslin, out of several hundred 
thouand dollars by means of false ‘“‘old 
masters,” came at the close of Tues- 
day’s session, when D’Aulby declared 
that all: that he had done, from selling 
fake pictures and fake furniture to 
supplying wine on commission to Paine, 
had been done solely because of his 
mad infatuation for Mrs. Paine. He 
asserted this infatuation was recipro- 
cated for three years. 

His statement created a sensation, in 
the packed courtroom of the local As- 
sizes Court 

In addition to the principal allegation, 
D’Aulby is accused of stealing money 
from Mrs. Paine’s pocketbook during 
her stay in Vienna. 

Society Flocks to Trial. 

The case attracted a large and fash- 
ionabie crowd, which is intensely inter- 
ested in the fate of D’Aulby, who lived 
so luxuriously in the Chateau de la 
Tour. Many American and European 
journalists were present. D’Aulby made 
a poor impression. He spoke for. four 
hours in execrable French, constantly 
questioned sharply by Presiding Judge 
Robert and flanked by his three coun- 
sel, chief among whom is Maurice Ber- 
nard, the famous member of the Paris 
bar. 

Mrs. Paine, now the. Duchess de Chois- 
seul Praslin, joined a civil action to 
her procedure against D’Aulby for 
swindling. She is represented by Mai- 
tres Streurel and Plumon. 

M. Streurel, on behalf of the Duchess, 
requested the withdrawal from the dos- 
siér’of his client’s personal] letters. M. 
Bernard objected, suggesting that the 
Duchess feared revelations that might 
be made in these letters. The court, 
after consultation, ruled against the 
plaintiff. 

D’Aulby’s examination by President 
Robert left him so exhausted that he 
was forced to ask to be allowed to sit. 
The impression made by his first pub- 
lic statement in his defense was aston- 
ishment that a man of such evident 
little learning or personal charm could 
impose on a shrewd American financier 
like Paine or a woman of the world 
like hig wife, the present Duchess. He 
is a thin, anaémic looking man with 
sparse yellow beard, and is bald, ef- 
fiminate in voice and appearance, with 
peculiar, Small] blue eyes that give an 
impression of weak mentality. What- 
ever else may be said.of him, he is no 
master swindler, no splendid adven- 
turer, not even a magnificent liar. 

Pretended to Be Italian. 

The Duchess de Choisseul, speaking 
to the Post-Dispatch correspondent, ac- 
counted for the fact that D’Aulby was 
able to impose upon her by saying that 
he pretended to be of Italian birth and 
education, by whtch he explained his in- 
ability to express himself freely in 
French and English. 

Mrs. d'Aulby, who is also on trial, 
was in court, wearing a big picture hat 
of blue velvet and a dress of the same 
material. She did not testify, but she 
took notes and once she corrected her 
husband. She appears to be much more 
intelligent than D’Aulby. 

D’Aulby’s past was raked over. He 
admitted that his father was a London 
tailor. He said he purchased an Italian 
title, which he afterward found to be 
false, but he never told his wife, al- 
though he married her in New York as 
Count Del Borghetto. 

“T am an artist and sensitive,’’ he ex- 
plained when the Court asked him why 
he never divulged to her that he had 
been deceived. He declared that his 
ancestors came from France, and he be- 
lieved he had a right to call himself 
“Count d’Aulby.” He said also that 
Prince Philip of Bourbon, hephew of 
Dom Pedro, had wished to adopt him. 
At the request of the Prince, he said, 
he tried to get Mr. Paine interésted in 
Brazilian concessions involving millions. 

Counsel Bernard interrupted the ques- 
tioning to read a deposition of Lawyer 
Bentad of Boston, vice-president of the 


Bar Association of America, on the hon-- 


crable standing of Mme. D’Aulby’s fam- 
ily in Boston. She was Francesca Lunt. 
From her father, M. Bernard said, she 
bad inherited $100,000. 

Sawa Mrs. Prine Kissed Him, 

D'Aulby’s revelation came at the close 
of the day. 

“One night after we had become 
friendly with the Pines,” he said, “I 
was drinking a whisky soda and smok- 
ing with Mrs. Paine, when she told me 
her. life was sad, that she was not hap- 
py with her husband. When we parted 

e kissed me. After that our friendsnip 
grew and our intimacy continued for 
three years.”’ 

“What about this wine you agreed 
to supply?’ the Judge abruptly asked. 

‘I promised to buy some wine for Mr. 
Paine and he agreed to give me a com- 
mission,” was the answer. 

“Why didn't you deliver the wine paid 
for on the last order?’ the Judge de- 
manded. _ 

D’Aulby hesitated and then said: 

“For two reasons; first, because of 
floods, ‘and second, Wecause Mrs. Paine 
and I had quarreled on account of her 
relations with the Duke de Choiseul.” 

Mrs. DD’ Aulby vawnes as her husband 


bogus “old masters.’ D’Aulby’s wife 
was quickly set free and then she 
planned revenge by making public the 
love letters of the married woman. 

But this is only one of the many sen- 
sational turns that this remarkable case 
has taken since D’Aulby first gained 
public attention. D’Aulby is said to 
have been a masseur and later a man- 
icure, working for various men and 
women of note. In the course of his youth 
he met a man named Kafta, who seems 
to have been a congenial fraud, and 
they ran together for some time. Kafta 
pretended to have revived the Ancient 
Order of Merit of Melusine, first insti- 
tuted in 119 by the King of Jerusa- 
lem. Kafta declared that his wife was 
a descendant of Guy DeLusignan, a val- 
orous Crusader. In due time young 
D’Aulby was given the high sounding 
title ‘“‘Secretary-General of the Order 
of Melusine.”’ 


field for exploiting fraudulent orders 
so D’Aulby turned his attention to 
paintings. He picked up a dirty oil 
daub and announced to the London pub- 
lic that he had found a long-lost Mu- 
rillo. He took it to Paris and tried to 
sell it to the Louvre. He then tried 
other European capitals without suc- 
cess. Then to the land of American 
dollars he turned his eyes. 
Brings Paintings to America. 

Gathering together a large collection 
of paintings that evidently had been 
prepared for the purpose, he came to 
New York and stopped at one of the 
fashionable hotels. Soon the papers 
contained social notices of the presence 
of Count d’Aulby’ here, there and ev- 
erywhere. This was in January, 1895. He 
declared himself under many titles, such 
as “Count d’Aulby’” of Lusignan, a 
nephew of “Prince di Lusignan,’”. also 
a nephew of Prince del Borghetto of 
Italy. He was received cordially in New 
York and in Boston the fashionables 
made a lion of him. Had they taken 
the time to investigate they would have 
found that the Lusignan family became 
extinct more than two hundred years 
ago, and that there had never been such 
a person as Prince del Borghetto. 

But D’Aulby pursued his business of 
playing society and selling his wonder- 
ful ‘‘old masters,’’ which he alleged had 
descended to him from his ancestors. 
One of the sights of Fifth avenue at 
the time was to see the arrival of these 
wonderful paintings at his gallery each 
morning, for he would not risk the pre- 
cious things outside his hotel bedroom 
at night. Armed special policemen 
would march beside the van and stand 
around while the paintings were being 
carried into the. studlo.

Every picture delivered is believed to 
have been a rank fake. In all he is 
alleged to have sold the Paines 8 for- 
geries. >

It is believed that the *Paines 


were by any means his only victims 
of note in the United States, for the 
‘man had not hesitated in pushing his 
wares. In fact, it is asserted that he 
sought to use the Paines as an intro- 
duction to the late E. H. Harriman, 
whom, he thought would Invest heavily 
and investigate later. He did not know 
Mr. Harriman. 

The marriage of D’Aulby was cele- 
brated in Trinity Church, New York 
City. His private secretary, who wore 
the impressive name of William Tontl 
van Rutan, was his best man. The 
ushers were from among the social! agvim 


tof New Yor’ and Boston. The wedding 


was an extremely fashionable affair.
